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FOREWORD 


Since the first edition of this compilation appeared in 1957, the number of 
dissertations in American literature has almost doubled. The original work 
listed some 2,500 titles; the present volume lists close to 4700. The original 
list spanned the years from 1891, when the first dissertation was produced at 
Cornell, to 1955. The second edition added the years from 1956 through 
1961 and contained more than 800 additional titles. The third edition brings 
the compilation down through 1966 and includes another 1,300 disserta- 
tions. 

A rough calculation suggests that the rate of scholarly production con- 
tinues to increase. The first 65 years of the study of American literature at 
the doctoral level produced 2,500 titles, but only 402 dissertations were 
written during the first 43 years. From 1933 to 1948 another 1,142 titles 
were added, and between 1948 and 1956 an additional 936. Between 1956 
and 1961 the interest in American literature remained steady, increasing 
slightly to an annual rate of about 135 dissertations per year, but since 1961 
graduate schools throughout the world have been granting the doctorate to 
students of American literature at the rate of about 260 per year, or double 
the rate in the fifties. 

One will note in using this compilation that the interest in American litera- 
ture in Germany, which began early and always has been strong, continues 
at an accelerated pace. French interest, while never so strong as the German, 
also continues and increases slightly. The most significant growth in interest 
is recorded in the rather sizable number of Ph.D.’s granted by British univer- 
sities. This development has taken place almost entirely within the past dec- 
ade. Of equal interest perhaps, though statistically insignificant, is the fact 
that this volume lists for the first time dissertations undertaken in India and 
New Zealand. 

The third edition, as were the first two issues, is the work of many hands. 
The first edition built on the earlier compilations made by Ernest Leisy, Jay 
B. Hubbell, and Lewis Leary, which were published in American Literature 
in 1933 and 1948, plus such printed sources as were then available. These 
included the annual compilations of the Library of Congress and the Wilson 
Company, Richard Mummendey’s Die Sprache und Literatur des Angelsach- 
sen im Spiegel der Deutschen Universitatsschriften, 1885-1950 (Bonn, 1954), 
and the quarterly “Research in Progress” published in American Literature. 
Dissertation Abstracts, which has become increasingly inclusive and useful 
and now includes more than 140 institutions, appeared in time to be used in 
compiling the second edition of this book. The present edition uses all these 
sources plus others: The annual bibliographical issue of The American Quar- 
terly, Index to Theses Accepted for Higher Degrees in the Universities of 
Great Britain and Ireland, Jahrbuch fur Amerikastudien, Mitteilungsblatt der 
Deutschen Gesellschaft fur Amerikastudien, Eine Bibliographie der Auf- 
nahme Amerikanischer Literatur in Deutschen Zeitschriften, 1945-1960, 
Gerhard H. W. Zuther, ed. (Munich, 1965), and the bulletin of the Harvard 
University Graduate School of Arts and Sciences.

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NOTES ON FORM, SYMBOLS, ABBREVIATIONS, AND PRINCIPLES 
OF ORGANIZATION AND SELECTION 


The titles in this compilation have been arranged alphabetically by sub- 
ject, first by individual authors, then by general topics. Within each subject 
classification the dissertations are alphabetized by writer. The titles have 
been shortened wherever possible by using a symbol for the subject author, 
as “HA” for Henry Adams. The name of the degree-granting institution has 
been abbreviated as much as seemed practical: “Columbia” for Columbia 
University, “NYU” for New York University, “Boston” for Boston Univer- 
sity, ““Geo Wash” for George Washington University, etc. State Universities 
are indicated by standard state abbrevations: “‘Pa’’ for Pennsylvania, “Mich” 
for Michigan, etc. Washington University at St. Louis is ““Wash (St. Louis)’’; 
the University of Southern California is “So Cal,” and when there is more 
than one institution with the same name it is represented thus: “Loyola (Chi- 
cago). The various branches of the University of California are represented 
as follows: “UCB” for Berkeley, “UCSB” for Santa Barbara, “UCD” for 
Davis, etc. Various branches of the State University of New York have been 
indicated thus: “SUNY (Buffalo).” To identify the two universities in Berlin 
the symbol (H) or (F) has been placed after titles begun or completed after 
1945 to indicate Humboldt Universitat or Freie Universitat. Finally, “Ohio” 
is Ohio University at Athens, which should not be confused with “Ohio 
State” at Columbus. 

The two digits which follow the name of the institution indicate the year 
in which the dissertation was completed, and if there is no date given, the 
omission means that the dissertation was still in progress at the time this list 
went to press. Sometimes the completion dates for foreign dissertations are 
Only approximate, and in some instances dissertations listed as in progress 
may have been dropped. This edition relists titles reported as in progress in 
the second edition unless they are known to have been dropped. On occa- 
sion, when the information was readily available, the abbreviation “publ” 
follows the date of a foreign title to indicate that the work has been pub- 
lished. If a dissertation was not written in a department of English, the fol- 
lowing symbols have been used to record the various disciplines involved:

The classification of items under the general-topic headings often proved 
difficult, and to compensate for occasional arbitrary decisions frequent cross- 
references have been used. Cross-references also have been used freely to 
draw attention to topics that cut across two or more subjects. Items under 
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General Topics are classified in the smallest or most specific unit possible. 
For example, items dealing with Indians or the Negro have been put in cate- 
gories with those subject headings rather than under “Literary History” or 
perhaps in the several fictional categories where they also could have been 
placed. One sometimes needs to look in more than one section, however, de- 
spite the frequent use of cross-references. In general the principle has been 
followed to put the title in the place one might first look for it, but this prin- 
ciple is sometimes hard to apply. 

This edition of the dissertation list also breaks up large categories such as 
“Fiction,” “Novel,” “Poetry,” “Foreign Relations,” etc. into many more 
subdivisions than were used before. For example, there are now nine sub- 
divisions for “Drama,” though the drama section does not try to list all 
possible theater topics and omits dissertations dealing with technical theater 
or acting. Writers who are tangential to the study of American literature are 
not covered exhaustively. Dissertations on figures like Jefferson, Lincoln, 
Santayana, etc. are included only if the title seemed to have some interest 
for students of literature. 

It should be noted that the number of dissertations listed in this compila- 
tion slightly exceeds the number assigned to the last title in this book. Disser- 
tations reported after the numbers had been assigned in the manuscript have 
been inserted with A-numbers. It also should be pointed out that in a few 
cases numbers have been deleted to avoid duplicate entries resulting from 
changes made in dissertation titles between the time they were reported in 
progress and completed.
